treated the malicious charge with the 
contempt whicii it and its author 
merit; and we should not now step out 
of the way to ileuy it if it were not for 
the .sake of tin; industrious and worthy 
young men whose business pi-os[)ects 
the organ is endeavoring to damage. 
The object of the organ is clearly mali- 
cious. (If the proprietors of the Poxl 
one was in the employ of Tlif Cofonlnl 
for nianv years and tlie other was a 
former employe of llie Staiidanl and 
f(uito recentlv was engaged at t!ie gov- 
ernment printing o!]ic(\ It is therefor.! 
evident that we might with as great a 
nhow of propriety accuse tho govern- 
ment or the iStandanl of being the 
power beUnd the Post, as the Stnnthrd 
to charge us with owning a share in 
the new concern. We now a.ssure the 
|)ublic that there is not an atom of 
truth in the malicious statement; and 
when the anhnm of the originator of 
the rejiort is taken into account it 
woulil seem that subsiantial cause for 
an action at law has been given. It is 
a remarkaljle circumstance that, while 
almost without an c.sceptiou the public 
amongst whom the Messrs. iMcDowr.M. 
have lived since childhood have extend- 
ed a helping hand to their 
enterprise, only tho Standanf—R. 
jealous, envious and ill-conditioned 
specimen of joni'nalism — has attempted 
to injure tho new firm. The J'oal 
ought to be .allowed to stand or fall on 
its own merits. 'I'he proprietors have 
as much right to an existence as either 
this journal or the gangrened sheet that 
it would be base tlattery to call a 
newspaper. If they achieve s\)ccess it 
will be because they deserve it. The 
head and front of the I'n^l'.-t otl'enre 
would appear to be in the fact that 
they have announced themselves as in 
dependent in politics. In their first 
issue they said : 

"What weboliovo to bo right we shall 
-support, by whomanovor it i.s proposed; 
what i.s wrong we shall condemn and de- 
noimcc at all ha<:ards." 

This declaration of independence diil 
not suit tho government and its organ. 
They do not recognize the right to live 
of any man or ncwspapei' who will nol 
l;Ow down and worsliip the golden calf 
at James Day. Having looked out for 
Xo 1 in the distribution of the siioils; 
having just bestowed largess on Cii.^ii- 
Li:v Gai.i.A(;iii;k for his devotion to 
"principle" as undorstood anil practiced 
at James Hay, and having purchased and 
retained the friendship (/) of iha Utaiulard 
and Oxuirdian by using their columns as 
a sluiceway for "pap," their gorge turns 
at the spectacle of a i)aper which a.sserts 
its right to think, act and apeak fur 
itsolf without rofor«>nco to "Sir Oua'.'I.k." 
Henco the nialif^nant abuse and tho libels 
of the government party. Unable to pur- 
chase the support uf the Po.it witli "gov- 
ernment ads," they resort to throwing 
mud.

In tho I'osI oi Tluirsday evening 
there appeared an article which con- 
demned, amongst others, tho candidature 
of Mr.DijCosMos;,and the »S7(i/i(/(U(/ crowd 
carried away by the silly idea that no one 
has a right to criticize or condemn its 
owner, first rednces the Po.H to the con- 
dition of a "suckling," then as suddenly 
lifts it to the dignity of a "bull" and tin'- 
ally throttles it as an "old bovi^ie" which it 
(the Slandard) promises to impale on one 
or either of its own (tho "old bovino's") 
horns. Terribly sarcastic, is it not t 
'Vyhat an instance of rapid growth and 
whiit an awful punishment ib reserved for 
the Post — impaling! After such a broad- 
side tho Post must be in as groat a state 
of trepidation as tho Oregon Indians in 
185(5, when tho American troops placed 
howitzers on nudes and fired the guns at 
a warlike tribe. The Indians capitulated 
after the second round of one of tho 
howitzers so curiously mounted. The 
chiefs said they could stand tho mu.skets 
and tho bombshells and tho bayonets— 
but when it came to firing ofl' a jackass at 
them, they. were done.!.

istic pale goll petals, and at once tlie 
million took tlif notion up. So\grpat 
wus (he demand for primcosrs ihflt the 
ordinary piMjiiy Hpiig r.-in up to |i;ijf .-i 
ilnllar. Tlie l.-idies wiii e ihi'ir pi i.sit-s 
near ilii' britoch, ilie men in button- 
holes, and school-latis fastened tbein to 
the brims of their cap.". Going in vitli 
what was a national expression of sen- 
tiuK iit, the Queen sent a i»rimrose- 
wreath to ilughenden to lay on the de- 
jiarted statesman's tomb, and over two 
thousantl members of the London Steele 
Exchange pinned the same lloral uieia- 
ento to their breast.s. London cannot 
remember such a spontaneous and uai- 
versal adoption of a memorial po.sey. 
What gave the more siiinilieance to 
"Primrose day" is tlu^ fact that a jxroat 
demonstration was held in the nortli- 
west of the kingdom the previous week, 
at which Sir Stallonl Xorihcote aucl 
Lord Salisbury assisted. Both speak- 
ers adopted a moderate tone, for it is 
at the present moment held a cardinal 
matter of faith at Ibt! Carlton Club tliat 
(I'reat IJritain is on iheeveofan immense 
reaction in favor of Conservative ideiiK. 
The leaders of tin; party, iherefori", in 
the l.or<lsas in the Commons, are na- 
turally anxious to build such a bnpeii p 
by a studied absence of polemical in 
vective, and if appearances go for any- 
thing in London, the niarvcllou.s iiiiiii- 
ber of primrose bunches worn on the 
-11(1 April sliouUi prognosticate acliange 
of party in Parliament and a trausfi'r- 
ance of power from Mr. Clladstoiie to 
the Opposition before very many irnre 
months have passed over our heads.

The 
government can hardly count upon ciiny- 
iui^'ii siiiLdo constituency, and tho change 
will be so lhori)u;{h anil Hweejiing tluitat 
roll-call OM tlie evening of election aearce 
a corijoral's guard of supportors will im- 
Hwer to their, names. From tho Capital 
to Cariboo and thence to far-away and 
badly used Ca.ssiar there is a univeinal 
feeling of (lissati^sfaction and a hnrnini; 
desire to thrash a government who h;irc 
been guilty of oppression and bliiiidui-s 
without naiiiber. We hope and be - 
liovo that the goVernmenl will not ho suc- 
cessful in averting the (for thoni) evil 
day.

Mercury aa4 Veaus. ^ 

The two inner planets -Mercury and 
Venus are now visible. It is not often 
that Mercury is visible to tho naked ej-e, 
though tho phenomenon is not so very rare, 
as is commonly supposed. Those whose 
attention has once been drawn to it may 
very well in the course of their lives 
witness its reappearance several times. 
But it is exceedingly rare for .Mercuryjto 
remain so long in view and rise to such a 
height above the horizon as it will do on 
this occasion. W'hh favorable skies it 
will probably remain visible until tho 
23rd or 24th of June; at sunset on the 
20th of this month it will be 35 degrees 
above tho horizon, becoming visible, of 
cour.se, before it lias descended many 
degrees below that. Those who watch 
for and witness the plieiiomeiiaof the liOth 
may talk without fear for the rest of their 
lives of having seen what few others have 
seen ou any other occasion — namely, 
•Venus and Mercury in very close con- 
junction at the unusual lieiglit of oO de- 
grees above the hoii/on. 'The two iilaii- 
ets are now (iNfay "JG) about 10 degrees 
apart. This ilistance will continually di- 
niinish, M-liile both recede from the sun, 
until tho liOth, when the distance will be 
less than tw<i degrees. The line joining 
them will at the same time attain its 
nearest approach to horizontality (at sun- 
set). .■\fter tluit ilate- -N'enus coutiiiuiiig 
to increase its distance fiom the sun, 
while iMerciiiy ceases to do so and begins 
its return — tlieir niutiial distance will 
again decrease, the line joining them re- 
turning again rapitUy to a nearly vertical 
position. Both planets will continue to 
get brighter during these changes.

RAILWAY MONOPOLIES. 

1TEWPOU1T33LAND HANDED OVER 
J .TO*"a RAILWAY SYNDI- 
CATE. 

Short Route Lino to Europe. 

('I'liioiiloGlolii-.) 

St. John's, N.F., Mjiy 8.— On Satur- 
day night the Assembly passed an .Vet in- 
corporating tho Great American-Euro- 
pean Short Line -Railway. Lai^o ajid 
iiniiortaht concessions were made to the 
Company. They receive from t!ie New- 
foiuidland Government 5,000 acres of se- 
lect Crown lands for every niile of rail- 
road they construct. They arc conceded 
tho exclusive monopoly of the country 
for railroad purposes for 45 years, and 
are to enjoy during that term immunity 
from taxation on till material required for 
r.iilw.ay construction. Thequcation of an 
aimnal subsidy to (he Com[)any or en- 
dorsement of their road-bed bomls to the 
extent of S:i,(X)0,000 has been left to the 
constituencies, as tlu; current term i.^ llu; 
last of the existing Legislature, and the 
genemroloction takes place in the aii- 
tiimn. The new railway syndicate is 
composed of New ^'oIk and London cap- 
italists. The oliject of the Company is 
to establish more rapid, safe, and certain 
communication between America and En- 
rope across Newfoundland. The outline 
of tho scheme is the construction of n rail 
road from the most eastern point of the 
Newfoundland coast .tcroas tlie island to 
Capo llay. The western, feriniiius will 
connect liy -steam ferry with the railway 
from Cape North over the island of Cape 
Breton to the .Strails of Caiiso, the straits 
to be ci'ossed|by ferry.

From the east shore of New- 
foundl.and the coiiipauy will establish a 
line of ten powerful, swift desiiatch steam- 
ships to connect with the west coast of 
IroLuid, and thence by faste.xpiess li-aius 
with London and all continental cities. 
The miniimun saving of time between 
London and New York is estimated at 
forty-eight hours. The whole sea voy- 
age is reduced to 1,700 miles between 
tlieso great commercial centres, and the 
dangi'iTiiis coast, a thousand miles in ex- 
tent, between Cape Ray and Now York 
is com[)letely avoided. The comiiany an- 
tici|iate carrying aiiiiiially across the .-Vt- 
laiitic 200,000 passengers. They are san- 
guine they will completely absorb the 
transportation of mails for the Govern- 
ments of America, Europe, and Asia. 
Construction will bo pi'oc.ecded with im- 
mediately. 

LAUSON'S CONFESSION. 

Hia Partmer mth His Vife-Admis 
siona of Guilt. 

At 2:30 o'clock ye.storday afternoon, 
Mra. Lamson arrived at the jail for the 

purpose of seeing her huBba'nd for the 
last time. She remained in the coll for 
two and ene-half hours, during which 
time Lamson conversed with her on num- 
erous topics. He a.sked after tho health 
of his relatives and friends, making spec- 
ial iiuiuiry after his little child. He did 
his utmost to assuage her grief, especially 
when the moment for parting arrived. 
During bis conversation he intimated, in 
aliunst the same tcriiis as he has used in 
(he letter below, that his fate was wholly 
due to the free una of sedatives, which 
had rendered him almost incapable of 
knowing what he was really doing. At 
first Mrs. Lamson maijitained her com- 
posure, though not without evident ditii- 
etllty. Tow ird the close of the interview, 
however, intense grief gained the mas- 
tery of her feelings, and she utterly broke 
down. 

The following letter was addressed to a 
gontleman who has shown great interest 
ill the fate of (he prismier: 

Wakdswoktii I'ltisiiN, April 27,1882. 
—My Dear Mr. — ; 1 feel it my duty to 
you and all my friends, and especially to 
my own family and relations, to stiy a few 
words in these my last hours upon earth, 
in reference to the ollense for which I am 
cnndoiiiiied lo forfeit my life shortly. 1 
have told you iiiuch, and endeavored to 
make clear to you my own iiiipressions 
and ideas as to my mental and moral con- 
dition for a long time iirevious to the act 
for which I am sentenced to death. 

The news of my brother-in-law's death 
roused iiie from a species of cloud. Then 
came my long (leriod of imprisonment at 
Clerkenwell, and while there necessarily 
the total deprivation of the drug I had so 
long been accustomed to. With great 
mental and physical suH'ering was the 
weaning accomplished, leaving, however, 
strinigly (leicept ibie results. Then the 
fearful ordeal of the tj ial, (he awful shock 
of the sentence, and then the sojourn in 
the condenmcd room hcru face, ii face with 
death, cleared awajr all clonds from my 
mind; and now, gazing back into the mists 
of the past 1 believe I can truly and sol- 
ciiinly say, as only can be said under my 
present condition, that in my right and 
normal state of niirid the conipaasiiig and 
committing such a crime as thiitfor which 
I must now dio would havo been utterly 
and absolutely impoHsiblCj and altogether 
foreign to my nature and instincts. Sub- 
ject to mental disturbances from slight 
causes from earliest years, with a brain 
easily affected, the use oraiiusc of moi phia 
and sedatives and aarcotics made a ready 
physical, mCntal and moral viotnn of mo. 
1 earnestly pray Almighty God to pardon 
my yielding to such habits, and trust they 
may bo an awful warning to others simi- 
larly tempted and assailed, seeing to what 
iiidiscrib.ably fearful cunseqiiences they 
have led in iny case, 1 earnestly thank 
you and all of my friends for ellorU and 
prayors to obtain mercy for ine, and, al- 
though inotl'ectual you may have the groat 
aatisfaction of knowing from mo tiiat they 
were based upon (enable and honest 
grounds and foundation. Believe me, 
dear Mr. — , with sincerest gratitude and 
true friendship and regards, moat faith- 
fully yours,

prosortoQ of tlio Duputy (loyprnor of tho 
prison, dpt. L- 1^- Penncthorne, and the 
Oaplain, written a doliiiite confession that 
ho ailniiiiistered poiaoi) to Percy Malqolm 
John with intent to take his life. T|io 
confession gives a.brief,outlino of the case 
so far as Lainaon's impaired recollection
